cell of VVar was fitting, the Gunner with round (hot brake the Draw- 
Bridge, which inmedaatly fell down ; our Souldiers without order, or ſtaying for 
their Ladders, fell on, beatthe Enemy from their works into the Church and Ca- 
ſtle, who took down their bloody Flag, and cryed for quarter : Col: Talbot, Son 
co Sir Sherington T albet, Major Sadler a Renegado, aud twenty Commanders 
more, and above I wo hundred common Souldiers are priſoners, Four piece of 
Ordnance, great ſtore of Ammunition : Our men gave quarter, though they blew 
vp ſome of ourmen inthe Church. I never ſee men more reſolved then they 
were at this time : This place 1s of great uſe to us ; not onely in order to the ſtraight. 
ning of Exeter, but to ſecure any Ammunition, &c. that ſhall be ſent us, and keeps 
the paſſe open to Phmouth. To morrow the Army marches ; Gorings Horſe being
